in 1952 by a group of amateur historians and 
collectors bent upon exploring and preserv- 
ing the history of wireless communications. 


T HE Antique Wireless Association was founded 


There are more than 2,000 members in the Asso- 
ciation world-wide. Among them are leading 
scholars, statesmen, scientists and industrial 
- Jeaders and scores of old time pioneers in the 
practice of telecommunications, from Marconi 
ship and shore operators to hundreds of amateur 
radio operators who earned their expertise in the 
days of the spark gap and the coherer. In addition 
there are scores of knowing antiquarians who have 
saved from oblivion literally thousands of artifacts 
from earliest wireless days which have found a 
place in the A.W.A, Electronic Communication 
Museum, now located in East Bloomfield, New 
York, near Rochester. 


The Association is chartered by the State of New 
York as a non-profit corporation and enjoys full 
membership in the American Association of 
Museums, The A.W.A. sponsors annual histori- 
cal conferences attended not only by members but 
by leadersin thenation's communications industry. 
Three of its national conferences have been held, 
by invitation, at the Ford Science Museum, Dear- 
born, Michigan, the Franklin Institute, Philadel- 
phia, and the Smithsonian Institution, Washington. 
Like invitations by other national scientific bodies 
have been tendered. Programs and other assist- 
ance are also made available to a number of state 
and regional historical radio groups, to national 
associations of old time wireless operators and to 
regional wireless museums. 


The Antique Wireless Museum itself sprang from 
a nucleus of thousands of pieces of wireless equip- 
ment collected over 25 years by Bruce Kelley, 
W2ICE, A.W.A. Director and wireless enthusiast. 
With generous donations from fellow collectors, 
the Museum has grown to first rate stature. 
Housed originally in a reconstructed carriage 
house in Holcomb, New York, near Rochester, it 
now has been transferred to much larger and more 
secure quarters in a newly-restored Academy 
building, constructed in 1837, owned and shared by 
the East Bloomfield Historical Society. 


The Museum is the center of research in the 
Association's development of the history of wire- 
less. The A.W.A. gives it wide circulation in a 
nique series of tape-and-slide presentations which 
are shownat the annual meetingsof the Association 
and are made available to AWA regional groups 
and amateur, professional and industrial organi- 
zations. Typical of these presentationsare graphic 
and dramatic accounts of lives and accomplishments 
of the men of wireless - Marconi, Armstrong, 
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View of Armstrong Room in AWA Museum 


Pickerel and others. A recent project is a tape- 
slide-show on the history of amateur wireless in- 
volvement in famous arctic and antarctic explor- 
ations. 


The new Museum quarters in the East Bloomfield 
Academy Building feature a large general exhibi- 
tion hall plus complete replicas of early wireless 
stations, a vast vacuum tube collection and scores 
of wireless components, The Museum's resources 
include a comprehensive library of books, period- 
icals, photographs and documents basic to its 
research and the sharing of this knowledge with 
others. 


A substantial part of AWA operations is the quart- 
erly publication of The Old Timers Bulletin which 
keeps members apprised of the results of continu- 
ing research, presenting important papers on 
scores of historical subjects contributed by mem- 
bers who had a part in the making of that history. 
The AWA Bulletin is received automatically by 
AWA members and goes to several technical and 
general libraries.
